Davie  to  refer  to  the  committee  to  whom 
had  been    referred  a  memorial  of  the 
Houfe  of  Reprefe-tatives  of  the  Mif- 
fiflippi  Territory  on  the  official  conduft 
of  governor  Sorgehti  t!ie  following  refo- 
lution,  (concluding  a  ip-ciRc^ti  in  of  un- 
coniliturional  laws  enacted  by  the  govern- 
or, in  conjanftjon  with  the  judges,  and  of 
fun  dry  oppreffi'  e  afts  to  .unittedby  him) 
viz.    "  Ji?s dived,  that  the  laws  palled  by 
the  governor  ar.:l  judges  of  the  Mftti illft- 
pi  Territory,  and  the  petition  of  Cuo 
Weft  and  others,  heretofore  prefented  to 
the  h  mfe,  together  with  all  the  docu- 
ments relative  thereto,  be  t  ran  I'm  it  ted  to 
the  Prefv.'.ent  of  the  Unite!  States"  wa« 
taken  up,  and  on  the  ruietrion  of  refer- 
ence, Mr.  Grifw  dd  faid  the  whole  fub- 
jeft,  of  which  the  refolution  now  offer- 
ed formed  a  part,  was  already  referred  to 
a  committee.     The  charges  laid  in  the 
refutations  were  fen. 11s.     To  refer  them 
v/ou'd  be  to  g've  an  indirect  fanftion  to 
their  truth,  and  he  thought  any  fuch  fanc- 
lioii  highly  improper  until  they  are  prov- 
ed.—  The  committee  already  appointed 
had  full  power  to  jnveftigate  all  the  fafts 
that  eitfted.    The  refolt  of  thci  r  invefti-

Mr.  Davis  laid  that  he  always  thought 
iar  a  committee  to  afceiuin  fafts,  and 
:    (hapebulinefa  for  that  houfe,  proceed- 
I  from  a  knowledge  that  a  committee 
4  uniting  of  a  few  members  could  with 
r  >re  facility  gain  a  knowledge  of  thofe 
I   t*  than  the  houfe  in  its  colleftive  ca- 
pe :ity  could  do.    He  could  therefore, 
%    no  good  caufe  for  withholding  the  re 
fo'  ition  from  the  feleft  committee,  who 
V    -e  appointed  to  confider  jhe  remon 
nee  for  the  legiQature  of  the  MirTilTip 
-     Territory.    His  refolution  costained 
r.  ( !  s,  and  hi;  wats  ready  to  fupport  them 


from  tbe  documents  .before  him*  It 
would  be  crimnal  in  the  houfe  to  with- 
hold from  the  committee  any  fafts  it  was 
in  their  power  to  furnifh.  If  this  refo- 
lution contained  miitatementt,  let  the 
gentleman  from  Connecticut  (hew  them, 
«nd  he  would  readily  join  in  expe'iging 
them,  fo  as  only  tolet  pjjra  facls  go  to  the 
committee.  lie  wiibed  no  imposition  ; 
he  wanted  only  a  fair  examination  of  the 
conduct  of  W'inthrop  Sargent,  governor 
of  the  MiflilHppi  Territory,  whole  admi- 
niftration  had  been  marked  with  fo  much 
reltlrfiiefs  and  difcontent  and  he  believed 
julUyi  At  the  Lft  feffion  of  Congrel's 
fome  alleviation  v/as  intended  to  be  offer- 
ed to  the  diftfeffes  of  this  oppreffedpeople; 
but  their  governor  had  defeated  iheobjoft 
by  omitting  to  give  notice  cf  the  clefti- 
on,  as  he  ought  to  have  done. 

He  w«s  enjoined  hy  the  taws  of  lafl 
ftffion,  to  give  notice  of  the  el.-,  ion,  St 
to  appoint  a  judge  or  judges  to  attend  it  ; 
he  had  omitted  to  do  fo,  and  had  refufed 
to  iffue  a  writ  of  eleftion,  (doubting  lor 
the  firfi  time  his  power.)  This  con- 
duct had  drawn  from  their  legislature  a 
remoivltrance  which  required  the  further 
interpolation,  ,of  Corgref*,  to  enable 
tlien-.  to  orgahiz'.-  their  body.  Tliis  re- 
inonllra.  ire  .nukes  a  ^ensral  alluGon  to 
the  uncorrilitutional  laws  made  by  the  go- 
vernor and  judges  ;  the  refolution  parti- 
cularizes t!.o;V.  laws,  and. will  bring  them 
in  a  piecije  manncrbefoVe  t'»e  committee. 
If  gentlemen  doubt  the  accuratfy  of  the 
refolution,  he  would  convince  thole  who 
were  not  oppoled  to  convfftion,  .that 
it  was  correft,  (Here  Mr.  D.  reac1  fe- 
veral  of  tfhe  laws  made  by  the  giver:. or 
and  judges  of  the'  MiTiffippi  Territory; 
and  fome  claufes  of  the  federal  couftiui- 
on  to  prove  that  the  laws  were  kincorffti- 
tutiona!.)  Here  then  are  abundan: 
proofs  of  unconiiitutio'nal  and  oppreflive 
laws,  under  which  th.e  people  of  that 
Territory  labour,  and  of  which  they 
complain  ;  and- will  this  houfe  ufford  no 
relief  from  a  tyrant,  who  has  trampled 
on  their  rights  with  a  tiger's  ffride,  and 
plucked  from  them  by  voracious  and  dif- 
gi  aceful  laws,  their  hard  earnings. 

'1  lie  governor  of  that  Territory  re- 
beives  annually  a  falarv  of  2000  dollars 
for  his  Cervices,  and  each  of  the  judges  a 
falarv  of  800  dollars  per  annum.  This 
was  fuppofed  by  the  law  a  competent 
compeniaViOn  :    their     acceptance  of

committee  fee  it — it  may  be  that  this  re- 
folution will  be  loft  to-day — perhaps  it 
would  be  te-morrow  ;  but  ihe  time  is 
approaching  when  the  conduct  of  a  pub- 
lic officer  will  not  be  veiled  in  this  manner 
— The  fun  of  federalism  is  nearly  let — 
not  three  month*  and  it  fcts  forever. 

If  this  refolution  contained  any  tiling 
new  or  ftrange,  there  wouid  be  fome  ex- 
cufe  far  the  objections  made  to  a  refer- 
ence— but  its  having  been  prefented  du- 
ring the  laft  feffion,  n.ult  have  imprinted 
the  fact  charged  in  it,  on  the  minds  of  ev- 
ery member  prefenl — bei'ides  this,  thofe 
complaints  have  been  made  from  the  firft 
hour  Winthrop  Sargent  came  into  office, 
and  have  been  heard  from  one  end  of  the 
continent  to  the  other.  It  is  a  faft  well 
known,  that  at  the  time  this  man  was  ap- 
pointed governor  of  the  Mhiifftppi  Terri- 
tory, he  was  hated  and  dcfpiied  by  the 
people  of  the  Weftern  Country.  His 
pride,  his  infolence  and  tyrannical  difpo- 
iition,  has  rendered  his  name  odious  to 
the  Weftern  Country.  In  this  the  gen- 
tleman who  reprefents  the  North-Weft- 
ern  Territory,  and  who  was  nearer  the 
theatre  of  his  actions  than  I  was,  can 
bear  me  witnefs — Still  he  was  appointed. 
We  felt  indignant  at  the  promotion  of 
fuch  a  character  by  our  government,  but 
we  have  guardedly  repreffed  our  refent- 
ment. 

The  object,  however,  for  which  this 
man  was  let  over  us,  has  not  been  ac- 
complished— His  million  has  failed. — 
Though  we  felt  the  jult  indignation  of| 
Freemen,  we  had  more  within  our  relent- 
ment  than  to  commit  any  extravagant 
afti  that  would  authorize  "the  Chief  who 
now  commands,"  to  fend  "a  Heaven 
born  band"  among  us — We  were  appri- 
Fed  of  the  dii'poiition — we  were  apprifed 
tht».  an  ex  cafe  was  all  that  was  wanted. 
But  the  ,reign  of  terror  is  almolt  at  an 
end.  If  you  want  to  conciliate  the  af- 
fections of  the.  Weftern  people,  and  to 
bring  them  over  to  your  adminiftration, 
refer  this  refolution — If  you  do  this,  they 
will  fuppofe  that  the  complaints  of  their 
!  fellow  citizens  are  heard  and  attended 
;  to,  and  that  there  is  a  hope  of  l'peedy  rc- 
drefs — but  if  you  reject  it,  the  reverfe 
'  will  be  the  effect. 

You  have  no  idea,  faid  Mr.  Davis,  of 
the  mifchief  this  man  lus  dene  in  the

the  Mifiiffippi  Territory,  and  at  variance 
with  the  Coiiftitution,  had  been  enacted  i 
the  l'econd,  that  thefe  laws  had  been  paffc 
ed  under  malignant  intentions. 

On  the  truth  of  thefe  declarations  Mrs 
Otis  was  not  prepared  to  decide.  He 
required  that  information  which  the  com* 
mittee  already. appointed,  would  be  moft 
liklely  to  furnifli.  If  the  gentleman  from 
Kentucky  had  moved  the  appointment  of 
a  committee,  either  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  repealing  thofe  laws  that 
were  complained  of,  or  to  report  fafts, 
whereon  an  impeachment  could  be  groun- 
ded, he  would  have  purfued  the  ufual 
courfej  but  when  he  commits  a  fpecch 
to  writing  (for  by  no  other  name  could 
he  defignatc  the  firing  of  refolutione 
which  he  had  moved)  criminating  in 
terms  of  harfhnefs,  the  conduft  of  a  pub- 
lic officer,  he  confidered  him  as  propofing? 
an  unprecedented  Hep.  As  well  might 
he  move  to  refer  what  had  falltn  from 
him  in  debate  this  d  ty. 

In  his  opinion,  Mr.  Otis  faid,  the  fub- 
jeft  dclired  from  the  gentleman  fiom 
Kentucky,  could  be  accompillhed  w::h 
much  greater  propriety  in  the  ufual  way, 
than  in  that  now  propoltd. 

But  the  gentleman  alks,  if  the  charges 
are  true  that  are  contained  in  the  reso- 
lutions, why  not  pals  them?

But  when  he  found  a  gentle- 
man coming  from  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Territory,  aftuated  by  perfonal  and 
local  confederations,  and  animated  by  z 
ecal  that  diftated  lentiments,  which  in 
cooler  moments  the  gentleman  himfelf 
would  not  approve,  he  could  not  avoid  he* 
fitating  in  taking  his  opinions  as  the 
guide  of  his  vote. 

This,  fir,  faid  Mr.  Otis,  is  not  a  quef- 
tion  of  federalifm  or  anti-federalifm.  If

The 
ju.'.gjs  of  their  territory,  who  conjointly 
with  the  governor  male  the  laws',  nave 
taken  ca>-e  of  themfclves.  Hear  their 
tabUfbf  Feet1;  grViin  to  themfclves  fees  for 
certain  fer vices  rendered  by  them  in  their 
judicial  capacity.  And  is  this  not  a 
ihimeful  abufe  of  the  leg"tative  power 
they  are  veiled  with  ? — (.Here  Mr.  D. 
read  the  table  of  fees.)  Congrefs  can- 
not r.iii'e  th'-ir  own  w  iges,  tire  coiiftitu- 
tion has  wifely  forbid  it  ;  yet  W'inthrop 
Sargent  and  the  judges  give  th  .mfelves 
what  fees  they  pleafe,  wkhont  regarding 
the  fpirit  of  the  coiiftitution.  If  this 
refolution  accompanies  the  remonftrance 
of  the  !egiflatu>?  of  the  Miffilhppi  l  er- 
ritory,the  committee  will  be  able  to  judge 
whether  tbe  governor  withheld  the  writ  of 
election  from  a  fear  of  exceeding  his 
power,  or  whether  he  did  it  to  prevent 
the  organization  of  the  legiftature,  for 
had  the  legiftature  been  formed,  thofe  ve- 
ry laws  bv  which  he  and  the  judges  fati- 
ate  their  avarice,  would  have  been  re- 
pealed.

Af«  a  well  informed  man 
from  this  Territory,  or  from  almcft  any 
part  of  the  Weftern  Country,  why  are 
you  oppofed  tn  the  adminiftration  of  the 
government  ?  he  will  tell  you  in  a  mo- 
ment, I  know  that  Winthrop  Sargent,  go- 
vernor of  the  Mi.ftdippi  Territory,  has 
openly  violated  the  Conftituiion  of  the 
United  States,  in  fundry  inltances — I 
know  he  has  outrageonfly  violated  the 
ordinance  of  that  Territory — I  think  he 
has  fhamefully  exerrifed  the  Legiflative 
power  put  in  his  hands,  by  making  it  a 
cloak  under  which  he  has  exacted  the 
'  moft  exo-r'oitaut  fees  from  the  people,  to 
'gratify  his  avarice.  I  know  he  has  nev- 
er received  even  a  rebuke  from  the  Chief 
j  Magiftrate,  for  all  this.

Harp- 
er, Claiborne,  C.Goodrich,  Nott,  Davis, 
Bird  and  Otis.

HAMBfJRGH,  November  10. 

The  courier  fent  bv  the  Pruffian  min" 
ifter  to  his  court,  on  the  joth  of  October, 
dvl  not  return  lu-re  till  M«  7th  ipft.  in 
confequence  of  having  been  detained  four 
day»,  which  proves  that  the  dec.hou  oi 
tin-  Court  of  Berlin  had  been  maturely 
c  -  .iidered.  The  miniiter  received  an 
order  to  renew  his  demand  for  the  reito- 
Tavion  of  the  Pruffian  vefl'el  to  the  autho- 
rity of  the  captain,  and  to  require  a  ca- 
tegorical anfwer  in  iix  hours.  The  Se- 
nate not  having  it  in  their  power  to  de- 
termine the  queilion,  without  conSuhmg 
the  Burghera,  remondrated,  that  the  time 
v.,s  too  ihort  to  give  an  anfwer  ...  the 
conltitutional  forms;  and  the  mim.tet 
prolonged  the  time  till  next  day  at  ten 
o'clock.  The  anfwer,  agreeably  to  the 
advice  of  the  Burghers,  was  in  the  ne- 
gative, in  a  long  letter  to  the  King,  on 
the  ground  that  he  (hould  treat  diredlly 
on  the  affair  with  his  Britannic  Majefty.

States"  as  passed  on  Tuesday  last  ht 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

1.  That  after  the  next  i'eliion  of  the 
fupreme  court  of  the  United  States,  the 
faid  court  fl.all  held  twice  a  year,  at  the 
city  of  Wafliington,  viz.  on  the  firlt  Mon- 
day of  June  and  December. 

2.  That  after  the  next  vacancy,  the 
court  (lull  conf.ft  of  five  jullices. 

3.  That  the  feveral  ftates  ihall  be  di- 
vided into  22  diftricts. 

4.  That  the  faid  2a  diftricts,  fhall  be 
claffed  as  follows,  viz.  ift.  Confiding  of 
diftricts  of  Maine,  New-Hampfhire,  Maf- 
fachufettl  and  Rhode-Ifland;  2d.  Confid- 
ing of  Connecticut  &  Vermont;  3d.  Con- 
fiding ef  diftricts  of  Jerfey,  Ead  and  Weft 
Pennsylvania  and  Delaware;  4th.  Con- 
futing of  diltricts  of  Maryland  and  Eaft 
ind  Wed  Virginia  ;  5th.  Confiding  of 
liltricts  of  North  Carolina,  South-Caro- 
lina and  Georgia  ;  6th.  Confiding  of  Eaft 
Tenneffee,  Weft  TenneiTee,  Kentucky 
and  Ohio. 

5.  That  in  each  of  tbofe  circuits  there 
diall  be  three  ju.iges,  to  be  called  circuit 
judges,  two  of  whom  fliall  form  a  quo- 
rum, to  hold  two  feffiona  annually,  at  cer- 
tain fpecif.ed  places,  and  one  of  whom 
(hall  be  commiiiioned  as  chief  juftice.

difpute  (hall  amount  to  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  where  original  judifdiction  in 
not  given  by  the  conditution  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  to  the  fupreme  court  thereof, 
or  exclufive  jurifdicticn  by  lov>  to  the 
distritt  courts  of  the  U.  States:  Provided 
always.
